holding ft bag of Jumbled stalbllca after 
President Truman's 1048 ejection upset, has 
Just completed a poit-mortcm *tudy of that 
dopcster's debacle. 

The analysis ijrovldca no comfort for Roper. 
Nor docs It offer any startling new explana- 
tion of the 1B4B outcome. Rnther. It tends to 
confirm the henetoforc widely circulated but 
largely unaupported iheorlea as to why Mr. 
Truman won. 

TlioiP theories, briefly, are that overcon- 
fldeiil R<rpubllcttns stayed homi, that usually 
Pcmi>cmtJc union worker* turned out In 
Brcater force and that farmers (iwltched away 
from' their normnl GOP allegiance. , 
ftoper's (UidlnKs were ba«d on cloae can- 
va« of rcaulu In fleven major eltlea. 112 In- 
dustrial counllea and flTt predominantly 
rural mldwealem states. 

He discovered that In all but one of the 
»even clUes the upper-Income voters stayed 
away from the polls In larger numbers last 
jear than tn 1M4. Tlieae groups tend to vote 
Republican. And In fact, those In that bracket 
that did TOt« plumped more heavily Tor the 
OOP than they did four yean earlier. 

On the other hand, returns showed that In 
«U of the aeven cities lower-Income groups 
wint to tha polU In stronger force In 1B4B 
than to IM*. And they voted more heavily 
Democratic this time. 

The percenUge Increase In these voters 
was not as great as the percentage drop 
anong upper-lncoms T0t«ra. Roper concluded 
that had it been so the DemocraU would have 
•oorad a whopping landslide, for lower-ln- 
comt people of coum are fat more numer- 
ous. 

In ■urvejrlng 113 industrial counties. Roper 
lowd almost without <txoepMon a substan- 
tial gain in voting turnout. As with the low- 
er-Income groups in cities, this vote tends to 
be Democratic, and In 1MB It actually was. 

Aa for the farm sUt^s. the DemocraU' per- 
Mntag* of the toUl two-party voto Jumped 
will above 1M1 levels In all five studied The 
total tomout. however, remained about the 
-aame. 1 

Roper (Sd not learn whether these reailts 
'■ meant normally Republican farmers had 
ieroaaed over, or whether they simply stayed 
home and let their Democratic nelshbors 
carry the day. 

The net advantage of all these dpvelop- 
BienU lay clearly with the DemocraU.
